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VBT plan to hire help for CDGB 
rehab work put on hold by AFSCME

A plan to hire a firm to handle the federal 
Community Development Block Grant 
housing rehabilitation projects was put on 
hold by the Van Buren Township Board of 
trustees at its Oct. 2 meeting. 

At issue is the use of township union 
workers to do the clerical work instead of 
hiring outside help. 

At a previous meeting, Terry Carroll, 
Director of Planning and Economic 
Development, brought forth two bids 
for the work and recommended Wayne 
Metropolitan Community Services at a cost 
of $45 per hour. The other bid was $55 and 
federal rules require the lowest responsible 
bidder. 

At that meeting, candidate for supervisor 
Linda Combs said she had worked with 
Wayne Metropolitan when she was senior 
director and they didn’t do good work and 
some work was never finished. 

The board took the item off the table at 
that time and on Oct. 2, Carroll brought it 
back. He said he has called municipalities 
that had used the firm and they got lots of 
praise. 

Currently, Carroll has been doing the 
CDBG work and did two or three housing 
rehab projects last year. He said attending 
to the many details is a lot of work. 

Trustee Jeff Jahr said the township should 
have a contract with the firm and not just 
a proposal. The contract should spell out 
what the firm would do, Jahr said. 

Also, Jahr said, the township should 
check with its union. 

Carroll said the work has not been done by 
union workers for the last year, but Trustee 
Denise Partridge said the clerical work for 
CDBG previously was done by a member 
of AFSCME (American Federation of 
State, County and Municipal Employees). 
During the time Partridge worked for the 
township she had been a president of the 
AFSCME local. 


Carroll said the union certainly knows 
about this and has been in the loop on it. 

Jahr said all the board members received 
an email from Jennifer Price who said since 
August the union has stated this is a union 
position and had asked for a meeting. 

Jahr said he doesn’t have a problem with 
outsourcing this, but the job takes expertise. 
He said they certainly need discussions 
with the union. 

Treasurer Sharry Budd made a motion 
to table the issue until the next meeting, 
if everything is in place by then. Trustee 
Partridge seconded the motion and, after 
some discussion, the board passed the 
motion unanimously. 

Trustee Phil Hart noted the union asked

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City Council approves Artaffair in 
July 2013, Jingle Bell Run Dec. 1

At Monday’s regular meeting, the 
Belleville City Council approved Artaffair 
on Main for July 27 and 28, 2013, and 
the Van Buren Public Schools Education 
Foundation’s Jingle Bell Run for Dec. 1. 

Steve Jones, president of the Belleville 
Area Council for the Arts and chairman of 
Artaffair, explained that artists make plans 
far in advance and so they wanted to get 
the dates set for next summer’s Artaffair on 
Main as early as possible. 

This will be the third Artaffair in 
Belleville. The first year they had some 26 
artists and last summer there were more 
than 40, he said. 

The council agreed to close Main Street, 
from Fifth to Third, at 7 p.m. Friday, July 
26, so artists can set up their booths. The 
fair will run Saturday and Sunday and will 
be cleaned up by midnight Sunday, Jones 
said, so the street can reopen. 

Artaffair also received permission to use 
Fourth Street from Main to the alley and 
the Fourth Street Square during the event, 
as in the past. 

The Education Foundation will hold its 
Jingle Bell Run during the Winter Fest 
activities, with registration beginning at 
8:30 a.m. on Saturday, Dec. 1. Last year 
more than 200 people took part. 

A portion of High Street will be closed. 
The 5K Walk/Fun Run starts at the gazebo 
in Horizon Park and heads along the 
parking lane to the Denton Road Bridge 
and beyond and then back again. 

In other business at Monday’s 50-minute 
meeting, the council: 

e Discussed council members’ participation 
in the Oct. 24 basketball game with the 
Harlem Ambassadors at Belleville High 
School to help earn funds for the Chamber 
of Commerce; 

e Heard a November date is being arranged 
for another joint meeting between the 
Belleville City Council and the Downtown 
Development Authority; 

e Reviewed information on traffic laws 
concerning crosswalks, provided by Interim 
Police Chief Hal Berriman. Crosswalks 
have been suggested midblock on Main 
in the downtown area. The council may 
consider signs to mark such areas; 

e Approved accounts payable of 
$298,584.17 and departmental purchases 
in excess of $500 to: I Am Responding web 
server, $800; and to Tyler Technologies 
for Fund Balance software support, 
$4,819.82; 

e Presented the Fire Department with a 
plaque and heard council members praise 
last weekend’s activities celebrating 


the 100" anniversary of the Belleville 
Fire Department. Colette McClinton, 
chairwoman of the event, thanked 
everyone who helped and said they have 
Challenge coins for sale for $10 each and 
are taking orders for T-shirts at $25 each. 
“The weather did rain, but it didn’t stop 
the parade,’ McClinton said. She said the 
Bayou Grill graciously let the band inside, 
since there was no cover on the 4™ Street 
Square where it was supposed to play and it 
was raining. The liftoff of Chinese lanterns 
was cancelled because of the weather and 
will be rescheduled before the end of the 
year, she said; 

e Heard Mayor Kerreen Conley urge 
voters to look at all proposals on the Nov. 
6 ballot very carefully, since every word is 
important. Councilwoman Kim Tindall said 
the League of Women Voters has a good, 
non-political web site at LWV.org which 
covers local elections. It was suggested 
that since the ballot was two pages, on both 
sides, that absentee voting might be a wise 
move; and 

e Heard Mayor Conley say she and other 
city officials met with the Detroit Water 
and Sewer officials concerning the city’s 
contract with DWS that is expiring. They 
are working on a five-year contract that 
must be approved by January.

for a meeting to handle this in August. He 
also wanted to make sure there is an opt-out 
portion in the contract in case the township 
isn’t satisfied with the work. 

Supervisor Paul White said the CDBG 
work is done on an hourly basis as contracts 
come through for each house that needs to 
be rehabilitated. 

Brenda Kurtz, an account clerk and 
president of the local AFSCME unit, stated 
this has always been union work and they 
have not had a conference. 

She said she hoped they would table 
the issue until the township follows the 
contract and has a meeting with the union. 

Combs said she appreciated the motion 
to postpone and noted that her questions 
about the bidder has been answered to her 
satisfaction by Treasurer Budd. 

John Delaney stood at the podium and 
said Carroll is not telling the truth about a 
meeting and, as he walked back to his seat 
he softly said, “Liars, liars.” 

In other business at the 54-minute 
meeting, the board: 

e Approved on a 5-1 vote the Storm Water 
Maintenance and Repair Agreement for 
General Electric Corporation. Jahr voted 
against the agreement, stating it is his long-

held opinion that the county does not have 
the authority to require the township to be 
responsible for storm water maintenance 
for businesses; 

e Amended the township purchasing 
policy, since the federal government is 
requiring VBT to keep the 5% local vendor 
idea out of projects funded by federal 
money, where responsible low bidder is 
required; 

e Approved the first reading of an 
amendment to the zoning ordinance to 
revise regulations pertaining to Wireless 
Communication to comply with new state 
laws, as recommended by the planning 
commission; 

e Heard Clerk Leon Wright say the 
general election absentee voter ballots 
were anticipated to go out in the mail on 
Friday, Oct. 5. He stated it will cost 65 
cents in postage for voters to return the 
two-page ballot, but people are free to drop 
off their completed ballots at the clerk’s 
office or the outside dropbox at township 


hall without having to pay postage. When 
asked about ballots arriving in the mail at 
township hall with insufficient postage, 
Clerk Wright said the township pays the 
postage due; 

e Heard Carl Pederson, who is retired 
from an International UAW position, say 
he talked to the president of VBEST at 
the school district who said if the school 
bus driver felt she had an unnecessary 
reprimand, she should contact her union, 
which the president said she hadn’t done. 
This was in response to Cejay Marshall’s 
insistence that Clerk Wright get the driver’s 
letter of reprimand out of the bus driver’s 
file since Marshall claims it was Wright’s 
complaint of “road rage” that got the driver 
in trouble; and 

e Heard Delaney complain about perceived 
violations of the Open Meetings Act and 
heard write-in candidate for supervisor 
Larry Fix warn Supervisor White that his 
name is attached to the co-gen plant and its 
toxic legacy.

VBT Board OKs 
police contract 


implementation 


At the end of Monday’s work study 
session of the Van Buren Township Board 
of Trustees, VBT Supervisor Paul White 
asked the other board members for some 
advice, which he didn’t often do. 

He said he had a question about the 
POLC command officers’ contract, recently 
ratified by the VBT Board after being 
ratified by the union members. 

His question concerned implementation 
of the contract. Should it be Nov. | or Jan. 
1 when the members start paying 10% of 
their health care — up from none. If VBT 
doesn’t start Nov. 1, the cost to VBT of the 
health care will go up from the expected 
$18,000 (under the contract) to $42,000. 

The board members said the contract reads 
that it shall be implemented at ratification. 
The contract’s agreed-upon bonuses, that 
total $30,000, already have been paid to 
the union members. 

“We have to go with the contract...” said 
Trustee Phil Hart and others agreed, ending 
the discussion. The health care 10% will be 
implemented Nov. 1. 

Then the board went into closed session 
to consider negotiations with AFSCME. 

Tuesday night was Supervisor White’s 
last regular meeting, so he gave a goodbye 
speech. White was knocked out of his seat 
by Linda Combs in the Democratic primary, 
the way he knocked off Cindy King four 
years ago. Combs is without opposition on 
the Nov. 6 ballot, but Larry Fix is a write-in 
candidate. 


The 100 lighted Chinese lanterns that 
were due to be set aloft from the Denton 
Road Bridge to celebrate 100 years of 
Belleville firefighting, did not happen. 

We were told because of the rainy weather 
the plan was for fire fighters to meet at 6:30 
p.m. Saturday in the parking lot next to the 
Lunch Box to take a vote on whether to try 
to light the lanterns. 

A few of us met at the parking lot and 
waited for a while and then got word the 
firefighters already decided, at 6 p.m., that 
they couldn’t do it because of the rain. 
They were at the Bayou eating their supper. 
I went over to say hi and agree that it was 
too rainy. After all, the lanterns are paper 
(although they are fireproofed). 

The plan now is to light them off before 
the end of the year during a time people are 
scheduled to be downtown. That probably 
will be Winterfest. The fireworks are due to 
go off from the Denton Road Bridge after 
the 6 p.m. parade on Dec. |, so there won’t 
be room for lanterns on the bridge. But, 
they say, maybe sooner? From a nearby 
location? 

They said they’d announce the new 
date and time in advance so everyone can 
come.

We have learned that former Romulus 
Police Chief Michael St. Andre, his wife

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their face painted, play games, make crafts 
and learn fire safety tips.

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Court Watching: 
BHS student sentenced 


to 5-15 years for his 
part in armed robbery

Independent Court Reporter 

On Monday, Wayne County Circuit Court 
Judge Gregory Bill sentenced Renjamin 
Scribbling-Elmore to 5-15 years in prison 
for unarmed robbery on reduced charges 
for his part in the armed robbery at Wagon 
Wheel Mobile Home Park in Van Buren 
Township. 

Scribbling- -Elmore of Van Buren 
Township, who was 
17 at the time of the 
robbery on March 22, 
will also be responsible 
for court costs and 
$300 shared restitution 
with the other three 
defendants. 

Jonathan Jones, 
Scribbling-Elmore’s 
attorney, stated that his client is a good kid 
and this was an isolated incident and for 
him very uncharacteristic. 

The victim, who has been at every 
sentencing of the teens, was too distraught 
to give a statement to the court. 

Judge Bill, counseling Scribbling- 
Elmore, said that he had reviewed the pre- 
sentencing material provided to him and 
was impressed with the tremendous family 
support. 

Supporting him during the sentencing 
were 14 people including his parents, 
grandmother, sister, aunt and many friends 
including Brandon Fair who is a co- 
defendant in this case and was sentenced 
last week to 5-15 years plus 2 years for a 
felony arms conviction. 

Fair, who is out on bond, will turn himself 
in to the court at 9 a.m. Nov. 8. 

Scribbling-Elmore apologized to the 
victim as well as his family and friends. 
He said that he wishes to go to school for 
engineering or culinary arts. 

Judge Bill said, “An apology is the 
first step towards rehabilitation and it is 
important for you to have a goal ... You 
caused a lot of trauma to the offended 
victim. Learn from your mistake and move 
on. Remember a mind is a terrible thing to 
waste.” 

Based upon the closure of seven 
Department of Correction facilities, Judge 
Bill stated that he has seen an increase in 
the number of 17 to 20 years olds who are 
recommended by the DOC for alternative

incarceration. If Scribbling-Elmore can 
demonstrate for a period of time that he 
can work hard and challenge himself, he 
may be a candidate for this program, Judge 
Bill said. 

Without touching, family and friends 
took a moment to say goodbye before 
Scribbling-Elmore was taken away. 

The last of the four teens to be sentenced 
is Jaleel Booker, whose trial was to begin 
Oct. 9, but he pled guilty to a reduced 
charge of unarmed robbery. A sentence of 
1.5 years in prison and 3 years probation is 
expected when he is sentenced on Nov. 1. 

Last March, the four teens were all 17 
years of age and students at Belleville High 
School. They originally were charged with 
armed robbery, home invasion, felony 
firearms, and possession of marijuana, 
which could have brought life in prison. 


Court Watching: 
Teacher’s trial set for 


Jan. 14, if no plea deal 
reached by then

On Friday, Andrea Brennan, 38, a Van 
Buren Public Schools teacher, returned to 
Frank Murphy Hall of Justice in Detroit for 
a docket conference before Judge Edward 
Ewell, Jr. 

Brennan was accompanied by attorney 
Randall Lewis who was standing in for her 
attorney Loren Dickstein. 

Representing the State was Assistant 
Wayne County Prosecuting Attorney Lora 
Weingarden, who in 2004, was appointed 
by Prosecutor Kym Worthy to lead the 
Child Abuse Division. 

Lewis told Judge Ewell the defendant’s 
attorney had offered to plead guilty to 
a misdemeanor. But 
Assistant Prosecutor 
Weingarden said the 
Prosecutor’s office 
does not wish to lower 
the charges, so there is 
no agreement. 

“I don’t think we’ll 
* be able to work that 

ut,” Weingarden told the judge, adding 
that the defendant’s attorney is providing 
“more paper” to the prosecutor’s office, but 
that won’t change their minds. 

Brennan is charged with distributing 
sexually explicit material to a minor, a 
felony punishable by up to two years in 
prison; use of a computer to commit a

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crime, a felony punishable by up to four 
years in prison; and furnishing alcohol to a 
minor, a misdemeanor punishable by up to 
60 days in jail and up to $10,000 fine. 

“These cases are taken very, very 
seriously,” Weingarden said in a recent 
interview. “When we send our kids to 
school the last thing on our mind is that 
we have to protect our kids from his or her 
teacher.” 

In 2007, Weingarden successfully brought 
felony convictions to a 31-year-old Canton 
teacher at Plymouth Christian Academy 
for having sex with a 15-year-old male 
student. 

Brennan is not accused of sexual relations 
with the 15-year-old North Middle School 
student with whom, Van Buren Township 
Police report, she was found drinking at 
1:30 a.m. July 10 in a vehicle in the parking 
lot of Beck Road ball field. 

Police said they later found a history of 
her text-messaging the juvenile and found 
a topless photo of her on the teen’s cell 
phone. Although the teen was a student at 
North Middle School, Brennan, who taught 
there, was never his teacher. 

Motions are due in the case Nov. 23 and 
the final conference is set for Nov. 30. If a 
plea agreement cannot be reached by then, 
a trial is scheduled to begin Jan. 14, 2013. 


Judge Ewell was advised the defense has 
two witnesses and the prosecution has four 
witnesses, so the trail is expected to last 
two days.

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Sumpter Twp. approves 
seeking State S-2 grant 
for sewer plant study

The Sumpter Township Board of Trustees 
approved spending $3,000 to apply for a 
State S-2 grant of $1 million to design a 
wastewater treatment plant. 

At its regular meeting Oct. 9, the board 
voted unanimously to have Hennessey 
Engineers apply for the $1 million grant, 
which would cost the township $100,000 
in matching funds. 

John Hennessey told the board that the 
Ypsilanti Community Utilities Authority 
[YCUA] service agreement is ending and 
negotiations are under way to extend it. 
Sources say the cost for YCUA to continue 
to treat Sumpter’s sewage will be going up 
substantially. 

Sumpter currently pumps sewage uphill 
to YCUA and grinder pumps are needed 
in some residential systems to move the 
sewage along. 

There is a 40-foot drop in elevation from 
the northwestern corner of the township 
(YCUA) to the southeastern corner 
(the proposed site of a new wastewater 
treatment plant). 

The proposed system would have a 
gravity flow, so the grinder pumps could 
be dispensed with. 

Hennessey said there are discussions with 
Republic Services and Waste Management 
to help with the matching funds. He said 
after the study is done, the DEQ could 
agree with it all or part of the plan. 

“This gives us time to develop an 
agreement with Republic and Waste 
management” for construction of the plant, 
Hennessey said. 

He said the DEQ is in favor of Sumpter 
upgrading its system and converting more 
to gravity flow. 

He said the study will include alternatives 
and potential routes. 

“If Republic and Waste Management 
don’t want it, we don’t have to accept the 
grant,” Hennessey said, adding the board 
would have to vote on the grant. 

He said the study they have approved will 
not fund the design, but they are looking to 
get rid of grinder pumps. 

Currently some 34 million gallons of 
leachate is going by truck yearly from 
Republic Waste landfill to YCUA, and 
would be for 50 more years, so the landfill 
could save quite a bit in the trucking. 

“Me and Johnny have been working on 
this for years, to bring sewer to the south 
end,” said Deputy Supervisor Craig Moody, 
referring to Supervisor Johnny Vawters. 

“Republic Waste was almost ready at 
one point to pick up the whole thing,” 
Supervisor Vawters said, adding then the 
economy went bad and that plan ended. 

Hennessey said it will take them about 
a week and a half to get the application to 
the DEQ and then it will take the DEQ up 
to 90 days to reply. Then, if it gets the grant 
award, the township has three years to do 
something.

Two vehicles roll over, 
forces closing of 2 lanes 
on I-94 near Rawsonville 


Everyone managed to climb out of their 
vehicles after a semi and Ford pickup rolled 
over on eastbound I-94 near Rawsonville 
Road at about 4:30 p.m. last Thursday, Oct.
